Arranging For His Entertainment In 
the Tinted States.

M. MeFarinnd, an official of the .Indus- 
trial Athletic club, under the auspices of 
which organization the Sharkey-Malp'i- 
light took place tonight, were arrested 
late this afternoon on warrants charg- 
ing thtun with conspiracy to commit 11 
breach of the peace. They were held iu 
$5,000 bonds to keep the peace ami ap- 
pear in court tomorrow morning. Bail 
was furnished. 

The warrants were sworn nut by S. 
•I. I>. Barnitz, a citizen wiio represented 
the Law and Order society of this city. 
More than a dozen witnesses were sub- 
poened, most of them sporting writers 
011 I'hiladi-lphia and Now York newspa- 
pers. About, a half dozen of the wit- 
nesses were examined and the magis- 
trate considered that sufficient evidence 
was elicited to warrant him in holding; 
the prisoners. The men promised that 
there would be 110 knock-out, no vio- 
lence, and no infraction of the state laws 
regarding prize lights, and they •would 
engage only in a sparring contest.

DUTCH PREMIER 

AS PEACEMAKER 



Report That He Has Tried In- 
formally to Negotiate For 
Boers. 



lLondon, Jan. 17.— Renter's Telegram 
company has received the following des- 
patch from Amsterdam: "According to 
truthworthy information, Dr. Kuyper, 
tho Dutch premier, recently intimated 
to tho Boer delegates the desirability, in 
view of Lord Rosebery's speech at 
Chesterfield, of their giving some inti- 
mation to the British government of 
the basis upon which they would enter- 
tain peace negotiations. Dr. Kuyper 
pointed out the improbability of any of 
tho great powers intervening in South 
Africa in the near future, and suggested 
that he be allowed informally to sound 
his friends in iLondon, in the hope of a 
semi-official response. The Dutch pre- 
tmier accordingly met Abraham Fischer, 
'the leader of the Boer delegates and oth- 
ers, at Brussels, whore a long confer- 
ence was held, after which Dr. Kuyper 
•proceeded to London. The result of his 
'visit, if any has been attained is not 
yet known. 

"It is understood that. Dr. Kuyper dis- 
tinctly assured tho Boers that Holland, 
under no circumstances-, would act as 
am intermediary. Dr. CLeyds, the repre- 
sentative in Europe of the Transvaal, 
is expected shortly at the Hague."

Report That. Probably Three Hundred 
Persons Were Killed. 

Mexico City, Jan. 17.— One of the most 
terrible catastrophes ever recorded in 
tho State of Guerrero is reported to have 
occurred lute yesterday afternoon when 
an extremely violent earthquake shock 
was felt at Ohilpaucingo, causing a great 
loss of life, and injuring many persons. 
Details from the stricken district are 
very meagre, but scattering reports re- 
ceived here indicate probably IjOO per- 
sons wore killed, and as many more in- 
jured. It is known that the .state capi- 
tol, the parish church, many business 
houses and residences are in ruins, *ud 
there is much suffering as a result of 
tho awful seismic dia.Airbance. One of 
the edifices that suffered most was the 
Federal Telegraph ollice, which explains 
tho paucity of news that has reached 
this city. The telegraph lines and ap- 
paratus were badly damaged, but the 
employees, all of whom were injured, 
quickly proceeded to erect an improvised 
telegraph office on the outskirts of tho 
city. The number of deaths was greater 
in the parish church than In any single 
place as the crowd of worshippers were 
gathered there for the afternoon ser- 
vice. Tho solid masonry walls and the 
roof toppled down on the worshippers. 

The War department has ordered the 
troops in the neighborhood to co-operate 
in the work of rescue. Until this work 
is completed it will be impossible to 
learn tho number of victims. It is. be- 
lieved that this is tho most destructive 
earthquake that has occurred in Mexico. 
The greater part of people of Chil- 
paucingo are now camped out. 

tin Mexico City the earthquake took 
place at 5:17 yesterday afternoon, and 
was of .such violence as to shake the 
most substantial buildings. The first 
.movement was very sharp. It was fol- 
lowed by an easier oscillatory movement 
northeast to south southwest. The dura- 
tion was 35 seconds. The damage In 
the city was only slight. Tho state of 
Guerrero has always been the focus 
of seismic disturbances. Reports received 
here tonight state that tho shock was 
very severe at Chilapa. No casualties 
are so far reported from there. In Chil- 
pancingo the shock was less prolonged 
than that in Mexico City having lasted 
50 seconds against 55 seconds at tho 
capital.

TUB YEAR'S SUIPPIiXG. 

Report of Freight and Shipping by R. 
. P. Rithet & Co. 

The report of R. P. Rithet & Co., out- 
lining the year's shipping for December 
is as follows: 

"During the year now closed there 
has been considerable expansion in the 
industries of the province, and husiness 
generally has been satisfactory. 

"In -mining good progress has been 
made, especially in the comparatively 
new fields on Vancouver Island. At tho 
'Mount Sicker mines, in Victoria district, 
work has been carried on energetically 
with marked success, and a smelter is 
now under construction at an adjoining 
bay for tho treatment of ore from these 
mines. 'A second smelter is also being 
erected at Ladysmith, a few miles dis- 
tant. New discoveries have been made, 
and this district may now ibe considered 
a permanent mining field. The older dis- 
tricts bavo continued to advance both 
in development and production, although 
thero have been difficulties to contend 
with, particularly in Ivootenny, where 
profits have been largely affected by 
the low prices ruling for silver, lead and 
cupper. 

"The lumber exports have been much 
smaller than in the preceding year, nnd 
prices obtained have not been remunera- 
tive. AS ills have therefore been satis- 
tied to take sufficient orders to keep go- 
ing without making any effort to work 
to their full capacity. There is every 
indication that this industry will soon 
be placed on a moro satisfactory foot- 
ing'. 

■The coal output shows a falling off. 
partly caused by accidents at some of 
the largest mines, which necessitated 
closing for a time, and partly to the 
lessened demand from California. 

"The usual number of vessels engaged 
in the sealing, but the catch secured 
was small owing to tho difficulties ex- 
perienced in obtaining Indian hunters. 
The profit arising from this branch was 
therefore disappoint i n?.

Did those 
who spoke in this strain take the trouble 
to reflect upon the principles nnd motive 
of the various opponents of the government 
or try to solve the problem of how men 
differing so widely upon the most vital 
questions of tiie day could be welded Into 
a compact party under a strong leader? A 
glance al the stand which three of the 
strongest oppositionists have taken upon 
ma tiers of first Importance will serve to 
show what utter lack of harmony prevails 
among them. Mr. McRride was the lustiest 
desk thumper on behalf of the Railway 
Loan Bill last session, but he is an out 
and out Conservative who favors party llne« 
in provincial politics. He and Mr. Brown

Mr. Bodwell, whose able 
ailvo. aev of (he ferry In-law has earned 
him, no doubt, the everlasting gratitude of 
Victorians. Is a good lawyer, zealous for 
his clients welfare, anil opposed alike to Hie 
railway Loan Bill, championed by Mr. Me- 
nrhle.' and the government ownership of 
railways, advocated bv Mr. Smith Curtis. 
As befits a politician entirely out of touch 
wllli Ills own party, lie does not desire three 
partv lines in provincial politics so carn-

TIDE VOICE OF THE WEST. 

In the Colonist of January 4, occurred 
this reference to the Victoria vacancy 
in the House of Commons: "Our rep- 
resentative should stand for something 
more than party aOlliations. He should 
lie sent to Ottawa to speak with the 
voire of this Far West, die should rep- 
resi ni the great principle involved in 
what we have called a Western Policy." 

We see no reason to alter a syllable of 
this, ami wo believe that in advocating 
I he election ol' Mr. Barnard, we nre sup- 
porting a candidate, who, it' elected, 
•will to the utmost of his power, and 
untrammelled by the desire of federal 
patronage, give expression to what is 
referred to in the extract quoted a« the 
voice of this Far West. What is that 
voire'; It can be heard on every side. 
It i- a demand that the Far West shall 
receive due consideration at the hands 
of (lie rest of the Dominion. For almost 
a generation the people of iliis province 
have I. ecu contributing more per head 
11i.mii those of any other province to- 
wards the revenues of Canada. For a 
lime il was contended that the expen- 
diture on account of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway afforded a reason why this 
excessive contribution should not be re- 
garded as entitling the province lo great- 
er consideration than it was receiving 
at Ottawa, but as has been fully shown 
liy l he Memorial of the provincial gov- 
ernment to (lie federal government, this 
claim can no longer be advanced, and 
yet not the slightest disposition has been 
exhibited to compensate the province in 
any way. The voice of this Far West, 
as ntie-ed in stores, offices, on the floors 
of the legislature and in the public press, 
lias been in the nature of a protest 
acninsi the continuance of this injustice. 
The dabera! representatives of this 'prov- 
ince in Parliament, however much they 
tmay ibo in sympathy with the justice of 
this claim, have not taken occasion at 
any time to urge its justice upon the 
attention of the Parliament and people 
<if Canada, and we have held and 
«till hold that, seeing it is hopeless to 
look to the members, who claim to have 
the car of the government for the cham- 
pionship or mi' rights, it is imperative 
to seize any occasion that may bo offer- 
ed lo send a man to Parliament, who 
'will undertake as best he can to present 
Hie case of his constituents and his prov- 
ince in tiiis regard. 

.The people of British Columbia, ir- 
respective of party, believe the time to 
be at hand, when a strong effort ought 
to be made by the provincial and federal 
governments, acting in concert, to open 
up British Columbia to colonization and

The very remarkable occurrence nt 
i lie opening of the British Parliament, 
when those present at the delivery of 
the King's speech applauded to the echo 
the reference of His '..Majesty lo the 
humanity of our soldiers in South 'Africa, 
has a deep significance. It was intended 
by the brilliant company present aa an 
answer to the vile slanders which have 
been so industriously circulated on the 
Continent. At this distance we only 
hear a slight murmur of the assault upon 
the honor of our troops. The people or 
tiie United Kingdom hear its full vol- 
ume, and consequently the feeling of 
indignation there is much more intense 
than it possibly can he with us. There 
will be much profound satisfaction nil 
over the Empire that those' present in 
the 'House or Lords refused to be gov- 
erned by the precedent, which has come 
down from time immemorial of receiving 
the King's speech in silence, and gave 
vent to their reelings in so marked a 
manner. The pboglmntic manner in 
which (lie British people" receive all at- 
tacks upon them from foreign quar- 
ters lias been attributed to indifference 
and perhaps by some of our critics to 
cowardice. The demonstration referred 
to was simply an assertion, by a large 
ami representative body of the British 
people, that they regard foreign criti- 
cisms sufficiently answered by an ex- 
pression at home of confidence in the 
humanity us well as In the valor of our 
soldiers. At the same time it indicates 
a depth of feeling which the Continental 
peoples would be wise not to ignore.

Mr. Joseph Martin announced yester- 
day that he would be a candidate for the 
representation in the House of Com- 
mons. While he did not make an un- 
qualified statement to this effect, the 
only condition, he said, upon which be 
would remain out of the field was such 
i lint bis candidature was apparently in- 
evitable. He said that unless the Vic- 
toria Liberals elected a delegation to the 
Vancouver convention, he would un- 
questionably take the field. On Thurs- 
day evening :i meeting of the local Lib- 
eral .Executive was held, and although 
Mr. Martin's ultimatum was before it, 
the decision reached was not to comply 
witli it. A prominent member or 
that organization said thut to comply 
with 'Mr. 'Martin's ultimatum would be 
to hand the control of Victoria Liberal- 
ism over to him, and that it iwoulo. be 
•belter to be defeated than to do such 
a thing as that. A warm friend of Mr. 
Martin said that the latter felt that the 
time bad come when it would have be 
decided whether he was to be recognized 
by the Liberal party. The refusal to 
appoint a delegation to Vancouver was 
reached in a spirit of hostility to him, 
and he therefore proposed to appeal from 
the Liberal managers to the rank and file 
of the party. If they rejected him, he 
would understand it as a notice that his 
active participation in politics was no 
longer desired. The managers of the 
'Liberal organization say that they can- 
not permit any one to come here from 
Vancouver and dictate to them. Mr. 
Marl ill's friends say that he was invited 
to British Columbia in the first instance 
to fight battles tor the Liberals here, 
that they were incapable of lighting for 
themselves, and that therefore he stands 
in a different position to any one else. 
In this really delicious controversy it 
would not be seemly for the 'Colonist 
to intrude, but it may venture the sug- 
gestion that in his own opinion Mr. 
'Marl in must Ibe "ant Caesar, nut nul- 
lus."

"Mr. Attorney, and gentlemen Of the 
bar: Winn we adjourned yesterday, it 
was to meet again this morning at 11 
o'clock. 1 i I not mention the sad oc- 
currence which has taken place in the 
interval. It came suddenly, like a Hash, 
and was a great surprise to nil of us. 
The Chief Justice was in the prime of 
life, and the circumstances attending his 
dentil were particularly sad. Ho died 
away from homo and from his family, 
with the exception of his wife, and un- 
der circumstances of which you are all 
cognizant. 

"I would prefer to adjourn in silence, 
thinking that that would be the best 
token of respect. But as I am expected 
to speak, I do no not only for myself, 
hut as well for my 'brother judges, in 
saying how deeply we regret his de- 
cease, and in offering our deep sympathy 
to his widow and family." 

Hon. iMr. Kberts then said: "I hardly 
know -what to say on account of the 
death of our Chief Justice. Do and I 
were strong personal friends. We were 
schoolboys together, and I knew him 
when he came to the bar, and I watched 
with great interest bis success in life. 
I feel I am speaking for tho bar of the 
province when I express regret at his 
death at an age when he could give his 
best efforts to the bar. I can't say any- 
thing further except to reiterate the 
deep regret of the bar of British Co- 
lumbia at. the loss oi' the Chief Justice 
who, because of his nbilitv and his nmin- 
liility, was beloved by the members of 
the profession in the province." 

Judge Walkem then stated thai colirl 
would adjourn until after the funeral, 
lull that no date could be sel inn sunn h 
as the dale of the funeral was unknown. 
The registrar would, however, give due 
until. e to the profession. The court then 
adjourned. 

Immediately after the adjournment of 
tho Full court an informal meeting of 
the 'Bar association was held in the 
barristers room, and a resolution was 
unanimously adopted that the members 
of the profession close their offices dur- 
ing the remainder of the day following 
the custom observed when Chief Justice 
iDavio died. 

Ail day the remains lay in the pnrlor 
of the British Columbia Funeral Fur- 
nishing company, whither they had been 
removed the night previous, where a 
large number of friends of deceased, in- 
cluding nil the members of the legal pro- 
fession, called to pay their respects and 
bid n silent, last farewell. At o'clock 
Inst night the body was removed to the 
steamer Charmer for transportation to 
New Westminster, the home of the de- 
ceased. 

FUNERAL ARRANGED. 

New Westminster, Jan. 17.— (Special) 
— Universal regret is expressed here at 
the death of Chief Justice McOoll, 
which came as a painful surprise to all 
but his most intimate friends. 

The Westminster iBur association, of 
which deceased wn's president in 1 S07, 
met this morning nnd passed n resolu- 
tion of condolence and decided to meet 
the remains on arrival nnd attend the 
funeral in a body. 

All business at the court house' is sus- 
pended. Ir. adjourning till next cham- 
ber day, Judge Bolo and all the encm- 
bcrs of the local bar made appropriate 
eulogies of the deparlor chief and. com- 
mented upon the loss to the profession 
and to British Columbia generally, 

The funeral has Wen fixed for 2 
o'clock on Saturday afternoon. .

New Theory of the Origin of the Disease 
is an ossoutW factor in the origin of 
ease. 

ftxeese of wilt in food is advanced 
Iby I>r. James Braifchwaite, of Leeds, 
ftjs one of tho four factors which origi- 
nuto canoer. 

1)t. Braithwaite puts forward his 
(theory in the Ivnncet. Salt, lie says, 
is an essential factor in the origin of 
cancer, but is inoperative without nt 
loast one, probably two, of three other 
factors. The excess may be due to an 
individual taste for salt, or to the eat- 
ing of too much salt meat, or of too 
much ordinary meat which involves 
mm h salt. 

The other factors are (1) over-nour- 
ishment, especially from meat, (2) an 
impure condition of the body, owing to 
Mio non-use of food eaten, and (3) some 
local irritant or stimulant, such n« fric- 
tion from the stem of a pipe, or some 
micro-organism. Hut tho salt must al- 
ways be present. 

The idea came to Dr. (Braithwaite 
if nun noticing (flint cancer is. seldom 
met with among the Jowosses who iit- 
tend the women's department of Leeds 
Infirmary. The late medical officer of 
the .Ii'.viish Hospital for Incurables, sny« 
that Ire has never seen a cancer case 
among Jew. 

The difference of diet between Jews 
and (Jentilcs consists 'mainly, the doctor 
says, in the .absence of bacon and hnra 
from the diet of the former, and as, ac- 
cording to Professor .1. jM-acl'Mdyean 
principal of the Floyal Veterinary coi- 
l*igc, the pig is the only domestic ani- 
mal in which no case of cancer has 
iboeii wet with, it must he the salt, 
not the iiesfi ot the animal, which is to 
Ibln.mo. dews also oai less butchers' 
meat, anil more of fowl and fish. These 
points all tend to the conclusion that 
s'tiilt is Ubo active factor. 

Here are some points that the doctor 
Uinkes in support of his theory that 
wall is to blame: Savages as far as 
known are exempt from cancer. They 
get no salt. 

All domestic r.Tlimils eye nt the pig 
are subject to cmn>er 'and salt is given 
to sheep, omvs, Ihorses, but never to pigs. 

Wild carnlvora with n pure ine,t diet 
are exempt. On the other hand, when 
confined in zoological gardens they are 
gilvoii salt and they become subject ti 
cancer. An Alfriean hippopotamus re- 
cently died from cancer at the zoologi- 
cal gardens in London. vSult hail been 
given to it. 

Wtiorever there iji dii extensive cancer 
ijiei (J, ()t n aistrici: in which the inhabit- 
ants seem to 'lie especially pivmo to tho 
disease, it will i>o found, he says, that 
people have an excessive meat diet, 
largely consisting of ham and bacon. 
Thin, Dr. Braithwaite noticed in the no- 
torious Malton Pickeriu^' diistriuf, as well 
as iii AVothorby. One common factor he 
ifouml in those places was that the farm-' 
infr classes eat meat or bacon throe times 
a day.

ON WALL STREET. 



New York, Jan. 17.— There was Increased 
activity lu the stock market and a show 
of strength today. Put the dealings did not 
rise much over a half million shares, and 
were largely congested lu the few stocks 
which were favorites In speculation. Pro- 
fessional manipulation had not a, llvtle to 
do with tho advance In prices at some 
points, and the movement was clearly di- 
rected against the short Interest which had 
been accumulating during the downward 
course of prices this week. The recovery 
from a recent Illness of n leading operator 
who Is commonly credited with the leader- 
ship of the protective forces of the market 
on the hull side, was believed to explain 
an Important part of today's transactions. 
The. factors which accounted for the rloe 
was partly In the shape of vague intima- 
tions anil genera! assertions, rather than 
of explicit Information. This statement 
wns circulated as to the phenomenal earn- 
ings of the anthracite carriers, which were 
asserted to reach 13 and 20 per cent for 
the leading high priced slocks. There was 
no difficulty In making up these stocks, 
and there was a very heavy demand at the 
same time for the lower priced slocks In 
the group, especially the 'Readings. 

There were advances In Lackawanna of 
11 points; New Jersey Central, ex. dlv.. 
3%; Reading, 2%, nnd in other members of 
the group 1 and 2 points. The movement 
extended to some extent 1>y sympathy to 
some of the soft coalers. There was con- 
tinued strength In the Southwosterns as a 
group, at advances of 1 and 3 points. 
These might he accounted for by reports of 
much needed rains in Texas. The Indus- 
trials as a group, came forward Into rather 
greater prominence than of late, such con- 
spicuous slneks as Sugar, Amalgamated 
Copper. General Electric and the local 
tractions, showing of 1 to 2 points. Am- 
erican Tobacco gained another 35 points, 
sidling al 233. with .a later bid at 215. This 
stock Is exchangeable at iwir for 200 of 
Consolidated Tobacco 4's. There Is said to 
be less than r. per cent of the stock still 
outstanding. Very glowing accounts were 
put off the rate of expansion of the to- 
bacco business. American Tobacco prefer- 
red gained 3 nnd the Consolidated compan- 
ies' bonds were strong and active. Late in 



the day St. Paul was bid nn quickly nearly 
2 points, and other Grangers aud Pacifies 
hardened In sympathy. This late movement 
was the effective factor In keeping the 
closing firm, as a wavering tendency had 
developed before St. Panl's rise. The bulls 
had In their favor the prospect of a strong 
bank return tomorrow. Punk statements 
for several weeks past have failed to re- 
flect the full gain Indicated by the known 
movements In money. There Is a theory 
that there were transfer deposits to New 
Jersey lo escape the tux payments, and that 
these have been returned dnrlng the week. 
Such a movement would considerably aug- 
ment the Indicated gain in reserves.

HOPEFUL FOR 

H. M. S. CONDOR 



Naval Authorities Believe Her 
Delay Is Due to Ner Using 
Sails. 



There is still no news of tho niisain 
Condor, and, while there is much alarm 
concerning her -safety, the naval official 
are still hopeful that the next advice 
from the islands by the Canadian-Aus- 
tralian liner Moana, will either brin u 
news of her arrival or that she has been 
spoken en route to Honolulu. The com- 
manding officer of tho station, Capt 
Fleet, of H. M. S. Phaeton, suggests 
that her delay hae in all probability 
been caused from the fact that she ran 
short of coal while steaming in tho head 
.storms encountered on the tirst part of 
tho voyage, and, in order to have suffi- 
cient fuel for purposes of distilling, and 
that tho sloop's bunkers might not b 
emptied, Capt. Selater — known as i 
skillful seaman — is sailing his vossel to 
'Honolulu, and, although she is making 
a long trip, the naval officers are all 
hopeful that she will reach port In 
safety. The last advices were received 
from Honolulu via San Francisco on 
Thursday night, and telegraphed from 
ISau Francisco to Capt. Fleet, senior 
officer commanding', as stated yester- 
day the statement to tho contrary in 
the Times being incorrect. These des- 
patches told no news of the missing ship 
to January 1(J, and the Moana is ex- 
pected to bring five days Inter news from 
the islands. 

The British steamer Strathgylo leaves 
'San Francisco for Honolulu today, and 
her captain has consented to keep a 
strict watch while on tho voyage for 
the missing vessel. The' French man- 
of-war Frotet, now at the Golden Gate, 
is also about to sail for tho island port, 
and her officers will also be on watch 
for tho Condor. Tho otlleers of the 
steamer Moana will also have 'been in- 
formed at Honolulu—from which port 
the steamer was scheduled to sail on 
Wednesday — of the overdueness of the 
warship, and they will watch for her. 
As the Condor would without doubt he 
kept ns closo in the track, of steamers 
as possible, it is expected that the Moaua 
will bring some news of the missing ship.

O. iH. Httdwen; secretary-treasurer of 
the Dairymen's and T-ive Stock asso- 
ciation of British Columbia, has just 
returned from an extended business trip 
to the Eastern provinces. He has been 
absent since October 2<i, and in the in- 
terim has visited many of the principal 
cattle raising districts of the Fast. The. 
principal object of his journey was to 
purchase pure-bred stock and range cat- 
tle to till orders received by tho associa- 
tion from provincial stock breeders and 
ranchers, and as a result soma 24,000 
fiend will bo added to the British Co- 
lumbia herds. In all he bought 40 car 
loads, two of pure-bred stock and the 
remainder Blockers, young animals for 
fattening purposes. Of the li.'I.OOll sfoek- 
ers purchased 17,(X)0 are for the West- 
ern Canada Ranching: company nt Ash- 
croft and Kainloops, of which Hon. «T. 
1>. 'Prentice, finance minister. Is man- 
ager. A train of 24 ears is now en 
route— 22 for the Western Canada 
ranches, and two for tho British Co- 
lumbia Land and Investment company's 
farm at Laduers. 

This trade is new iii British Columbia 
'but in Manitoba and the Territories it 
has grown into an important Industry, 
where it is a common thing to notice 
cars of live stock crossing each other 
at a siding, one loaded with young ani- 
mals bound to tho grazing lands of the 
great West, while tho other is tilled with 
rat cattle destined for the markets of 
Eastern Canada or Great Britain. In 
the prairie country the importation of 
stackers is generally made in the early 
spring, just when the grass is coming 
up so that immediately on their arrival 
at their new ranges the young creatures 
■find an abundnnco of succulent food. 
When the trade has developed in this 
province, the same practice will likely- 
bo adopted but in the present instance 
the weather conditions are so excep- 
tionally favorable, there bi v ing no snow 
in tho upper country, that the importers 
have no fear of the success of their ven- 
ituro, t bo only drawback, if it may ibe 
deemed one, being that the youngsters 
will have to put up with dry fodder, of 
which the Western Canadian Raiiche 
company has an abundance. 

'Mr. Hadwen's purchases were made 
along the main line of tho Canadian Pa- 
cific railway between Myrtle and iPetor- 
•boro, Ontario, which is the centre of 
tho cattle raising industry of that prov- 
ince. 

During his trip, Mr. Iladwon visited 
the Winter Fairs at Guelph, Ontario, 
and Amhurst, Nora Scotia, and was 
much impressed with what he saw. The 
Guelph show was attended by over ."(),- 
000 people, and the lectures on live 
and dead at.imals were crowded, in 
many instances it was found neces- 
sary to repeat them so anxious were the 
people for information. Tho exhibition 
'building at Guelph is a two-storey stone 
Structuro -100x100, and it has been de- 
cided to enlarge it and add an auditorium 
with a seating capacity of 1,000. Dur- 
ing the exhibition addresses were deliv- 
ered by Hon. Sidney Fisher, Dominion 
Minister of Agriculture, Premier Ross, 
of Ontario, Hon, John Dryden, provin- 
cial Minister of Agriculture, and many 
other prominent men, nearly all of whotrl 
aro authorities on agricultural subjects. 
These addresses were much appreciated 
as they were all practical lectures on 
agriculture, 

One of tho most striking features at 
Guelph was the poultry department, 
■where every stage of poultry raising, 
feeding, killing, plucking, preparation 
for market and shipping was demon- 
strated to attentive audiences. The dex- 
terity of sonio of the pluckers was re- 
markable. O.'!" Juan taught, killed ami 
plucked eight fowfs iu l-U-> minutes. The 
poultry industry is grOTfillg to enormous 
proportions in Ontario, and tliw other 
Eastern provinces, the demand for ex- 
port to Great Britain being greater than 
can ho mot, and consequently a great, 
many farmers are devoting attention to 
this profitable branch of their business.. 

At Amhurst Mr. Iladwon found a 
repetition of the scenes which he had 
witnessed at Guolph. The attendance 
was about tho same and the same eager- 
ness for knowledge was shown by the 
visitors. Mr. Hadwe^says those winter 
fairs were a revelation to him, they 
were wonderful and proved beyond ques- 
tion that the interest ill agricultural 
science is becoming general in the old 
provinces, and the importance of the 
farm and its capabilities for furnish- 
ing u profitable and agreeable occupa- 
tion is rapidly forcing itself on the 
minds of t ho people. 

illo was delighted with a visit to the 
Guelph Agricultural college, which Is 
in a nourishing condition and so crowded 
with students that it is necessary to 
add two new buildings to cost $100,000. 
In addition to this -Sir Win. McDonald, 
of Montreal, who has endowed the man- 
ual training schools throughout the Do- 
minion, has donated $125,000 for the 
establishment of a School of Domestic 
Science, so that Guelph is rapidly be- 
coming the fountain head of agricultural 
lore.

PI.VK EYE IN NFI.SOX. 

Epidemic Among the Horses Causes 
Great Inconvenience. 

Nelson, Jan. 1 7.— ( Special.!— A disease 
among horses commonly known as "pink 
eye" has made its appearance in Nel- 
son in epidemic form. I)r. Armstrong, 
veterinarian, reports that there are 
about 30 cases. The disease is remark- 
able in that it usually makes its ap- 
pearance every 10 years. It is not often 
fatal, though it incapacitates animals 
for work. Its outbreak in 1S!)2 was 
not severe, but in 1882 it was wide- 
spread, and in some of the larger cities 
it was almost impossible to keep the 
street cars in motion owing to the dis- 
ablements of tho equities from the effects 
of this disease. 

The annual reports of the city engi- 
neer show that Nelson has 11% miles 
of water pipe, and 850 houses connected 
with the water distribution 'system. 
'There aro 14 miles of sidewalks and 
,^S2,7!)1 has been speqt on grading 
streets. 

The report of the chief of the lire 
department shows that during 1001 the 
total damage from fires amounted to 
only $1,397. Against this thero was in- 
surance for $1,202. The largest loss 
nt any one firo was $1,078. 

Building Inspector Lillie reports that 
buildings to the value of $02,107 were 
erected in 1001.

Following is the manager's report 
showing the condition of the SiinUka- 
nieeu Valley Coal company, limited: 

The promoters of the Similkauieeu 
Valley Coal company did not ask the 
public to subscribe for their stock, to 
pay accumulated debts, or help them 
take up some iullilted bond; or to 
repay any member of the original 
syndicate for nny money paid.

The company then secured 
a report from Mr. W. Blnkemore, whiijii 
was sufficient in itself to guarantee, 
coupled with tho TCOrk already done, for 
a further advance of the company's 
shares to 50 cents still on ofills as above 
mentioned. At this lij/Tu-u about ten 
thousand shares were ^old. 

The company n<y,v feel justified in ad- 
vancing their sbnres to one dollar, from 
the fact of their having recently secur- 
ed leases, find titles to five thousand six 
h mi draft acres of what is known as Col- 
lin's Gulch coal lands. This coal is 
known to he first-class bituminous ami 
coking coal. This property cost the 
company $1,300 in "cash, and thirty 
thousand shires of treasury stock. 

Work has been received to the effect 
that the company's engineer, Mr. W. 
Blnkemore, has shipped a diamond drill 
from New York to the company's pro- 
perty.
